} expense in a great stone palace. 


A few of them died of star- 
vation, and others of diseases contracted from vice, want, and 
exposure. The remainder arrived at Filadelfié, where they 
took up their abodes in the Small Street quarter, or in Baker 
Street. These fared like the others—except that they nearly 
all died from being turned out in the street by order of the 
Alcaldes. For, as they fell sick, the Board of Health, which 
is composed of the wisest and most discerning men in the 
community, thought they should be cured; and their wisdom 
and discernment pointed out no better way than to turn them 
in the streets, to die there.
